McCGRMACK : I was interested in your statement, in response o a 
question from Mr. Dorn, that the Central Intelligence Agency is one of 
the most important features of this hill — or it -will be. I noticed 
that General Vandehberg — who made a very favorable impression on me 
when he testified here recently, and who had been there only a short 
while — is going back to the Air Forces. Have you any views to express 
as to the desirability of having a civilian at the head of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and being there for an indeterminate period? 

EISENHOWER I should certainly like to make an agreement with the 
other services that when we put a man there he should stay there at lnar 
three years. I believe that some permanency is absolutely essential. 

We have discussed the matter of giving the job to a civilian. Onr of vie 
difficulties is that the man who is going to understand intelligence 
must have had experience and has got to show a bent for it. He must 
be trained along the way.
